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Mr. Beach inquired if the water 
works was paying its own-way and if 
not was the council going to try 
and improve it, ‘The chairman stated 
that the water works had always 
made a surplus. The underwriters 
inspector, had checked the town lor 
fire protection and had intimated thas 
owing to lack of fire protection the 
insurance rates would be increased. 
This, he said, would affect the whoie 
town placing it in a different class, 
The way the water was at the present 
time it was not possible to give fir 
protection and the only way to give 
fire protection would be to put the 
elevated tank into operation. The 
thain leaks so far have been mostiy 
on ‘service lines except the one ai 
the 1.0.0.F. Hall corner. The reason 
being that these services were of gai- 
vanized iron pipe. Most of these ser- 
vice lines were now using copper pipe 
but this is difficult to obtain. Hovw- 
ver it is possible to get lead pipe and 
it is likely that any future repairs 
lead pipe wil] be used athough it 
cost more it is indestructible. He 
though: the town would be well advis- 
ed to use lead instead of cast iron 
pipe. The matter of siutoffs on tne 
system should be looked into as most 
of these were on the property end 
of the service instead of on the end 
wext to the main, and it was necessaty 
to shut off the whole system to re- 
pair a service leak, whereas if the 
shut off were at the main it would 
only necessitate shutting off the one 
pervide and all other users could stil) 
get water, ’ 

Mrs. McKay was of the opinion 
that users should be advised when 
the water would be turned off. The 
dhairman explained that it is not 
always possible to notify users espec- 
fally those living on the higher 
level as sometimes the pressure de- 
creased when water is being used 
heavily in the main part of the town 
and it is not possible to tell when this 
occurs, Every effort is being made 
to have this remedied. The counci] are 
workirig on this now but cannot tell at 
present what the results will be. Mr. 
F. Belshjaw of the Calgary Power Co. 
is an expert and is at present work- 
{ng on the problem. It was suggested 
that No. 3 and No. 4 wells be chany- 
ed to pump into the ground resev- 
voir and then pump out of the reser- 
voir into the distribution system. 
This would entail a great deal of 
Jabor in digging and it is difficult to 
obtain labor now. However, those liv- 
ing on higher levels would be well ad 
vised to have a supply of water on 
hand in case of the pressure going 
down. The chairman asked water 
users to check their taps, etc, for 
leaks and said that a leak of one gal- 
lon a minute would mean a wastaye 
of 1400 gallons a day, Any one hav- 
ing leaks of this nature were asked to 
have the necessary repairs made with- 
out delay, 

R. & Haskayne speaking for the 
Community Hall committee stated the 
hall had broken even so far as cur- 
rent expenses and income were con 
cerned, Most of the dances put on are 
by th Red Cross and these are free 
so far as the hall renta] is concerned 

The Saturday night dances brought 
in a little extra revenue but tnese 
have been discontinued during the 
winter as it would not pay during 
cold weather when it was necessary 
to heat the hall. Some money was 
spent on repairing the roof this 
year which was necessary, but this 
will now last for a considerable time. 

As there were no further discussions 
the chairman spoke at length on the 
frrigation problem. He explained 
that irrigation has made some con- 
siderable change iy the town since il 
was started in 1931. There was now a 
possibility of losing the irrigation as 
the C.P.R. had defintely decided to 
abandon it and wil] not be running 
water next year. The farmers arg 
taking over the irrigation from the 
C.P.R. with the assistance of> the 
provincial and federal governments, 
The company will give the farmers 
al! the equipment they have in con- 
nection with the irrigation system 
and will give them an operating fund 
of $400,000 to cover any emergencies, 
Meetings are being held in order to 
get the feelings of the farmers, It 
has been sijggested that the town of 
Gleichen should pay $600 for water 


wader the new system, It waa ex- 


| plained that only economical use ot 
| the water to the town residents was 
tor the growing of vegetables and it 
was thought that if the farmers were 
only required to pay twice as much 
as previously, that is a dollar an acre 
instead of fifty cents an acre, the 
town should pay only twice as much, 
as it has been paying for water, which 
would be around $250 or $260 a year, 
The farmers actually would not ba 
paying twice as much as before as 
under the C.P.R, contract they, paid 
506 cents an acre if they were on the 
ditch whether they used the water 
or not under the new agreement they 
would be required to pay only for the 
acreage they actually used whe water 
for so the farmers would be paying 
less than before. The town has beey 
paying an average of $129 a year ta 
the C.P.R. for water since the system 
was installed and ‘}: would seem only 
fair that we pay dcuble thas amount 
He had told them that $500 a year 
was out of the question.

SEED SUPPLIES 


Available stocks of seed oats and 
barley will probably disappear 
rapidly this winter. There is an 
acute shortage in eastern Canada; 
and in large sections of Alberta and 
northwestern Saskatchewan, frost 
damage has been serious. 

We have completed ipereniaes 
tests on 407 samples of oats, Of 
these, 142 (34.9%) germinated 
60% or less. 52 samples (12.8%) 
germinated 30% or less. 4 


When To Get New Seed 


If one’s own seed is low in per- 
centage and vigor of germination, 
If it is not the best variety for 
tho particular district. If it is 
mixed with seed of other varieties, 
Or, if it has been badly damaged 
in threshing. 

A. good uniform stand can only 
be obtained with good seed. A poor 
or patchy stand is a cordial invita- 
tion tc weeds.

Simply call at a country elevator 
in which the agent is an authorized 
distributor of seed for your own 
Provincial Crop Improvement 
Association. He has not only seed 
order forms; but, also information 
on officially recommended varieties.

IT DOES TASTE GOOD

A Bond Of Empire 
THE STABILITY OF THE STRUCTURE of the British Empire has 
been a subject of discussion and conjecture among certain groups for some 
time. These groups are made up largely of people not living within the 
Empire, and doubtless their views are influenced to some extent by wishful 
thinking. They have, nevertheless, reteived some publicity which has led 
to considerable thought and discussion on the subject. Events of the past 
four years have shown beyond doubt that the ties which join together the 
various parts of the Empire have never been stronger than they are today. 
The most recent assurance of this fact has come in the appointment of 
His Royal Highness the Duke of Gloucester, the King’s brother, as the 
Governor-General of the Commonwealth of Australia. This appointment 
is seen by many as an emphatic reply to those who have sought to show 
that there is disunity within the Empire, for it was made at the request of 
Prime Minister Curtin, the head of Australia’s Labour government. 
* * * * @ 
The Duke of Gloucester, who is forty-three years 
Duke Followed old, chose to follow a military career and studied 
at the cavalry school at Sandhurst after leaving 
Army Career Eton. He was appointed chief liaison officer to 
the British field forces shortly after the outbreak of the war, and he served 
in France and Belgium before the fall of those countries in the spring of 
1940. He has since served as chief liaison officer to Home Forces’ Head- 
quarters and in that capacity he is well known to many members of the 
Canadian Army. Although he has always been interested in his career in 
the army, he has not let it interfere with his public obligations as a member 
of the Royal Family. It is felt that in accepting the exacting post as 
Governor-General of Australia he is once again displaying his willingness 
to serve the Empire. The Duchess of Gloucester, who has been active in 
war work in Britain, and is honorary chief commandant of the Women’s 
Auxiliary Air Force, is held in high esteem by the British people, and is 
said to be exceptionally well fitted to fill the role of chatelaine of Aus- 


tralia’s Government House at Canberra.

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MEALTH LEAGUE OF CANADA 
COOKING VEGETABLES FOR VITAMIN PRESERVATION 
We now know that the method of cooking vegetables is just as im- 


fortant as the choice, in obtaining a maximum amount of vitamins and | 


minerals. Baking is the best method as the least amount of vitamins are 
lost, but not every vegetable can he baked satisfactorily. But we can 
steam practically all vegetables and as they are not in the water, only the 
vitamins destroyed by heat (about 10% B1) are lost. If we boil the vege- 
tables and throw the water away, as most of us do, vitamin C and members 
of the vitamin B complex are lost because they are water soluble. Most of 
us cook vegetables in too much water, but science tells us they need be just 
covered with water. In the case of leafy vegetables just the water that 
clings to the leaves after washing is necessary. 

We should divide vegetables into two classes: 

1. The leafy vegetables, chard, spinach, cabbage, broccoli and strong 
flavoured vegetables such as onions, turnips and Kohlrabi are cooked with- 
out a cover. 

2. The other ones, beets, carrots, corn, parsnips, peas, potatoes, salsify, 
Squash, string beans are cooked with a cover. 

If you follow these few rules in cooking you will be getting the maxi- 
mum food value from your vegetables: 

Use raw vegetables. 

Bake or steam them frequently. 

Boil vegetables in skins if possible, in little water and only 
until they are done. 

Wash, peel or cut vegetables just before cooking. 

Use the cooking water for soups, sauces, etc, 

. Serve immediately.

Soldier Brings Home To Canada A 
Valuable Souvenir 


A soldier home on leave has brought 
with him a 324-year-old Bible as 
one of the war’s most unusual sou- 
venirs. The huge leather-bound vol- 
ume, nearly four inches thick, was 
hiddden in the chimney of an old 
manor house in North Devon during 
England’s civil war (1642-49), and 
the Bible lay forgotten for 300 years, 
until German bombers, at the height 
of their blitzkrieg on England, un- 
covered its hiding place. The aged 
Bible, containing several thousand 
pages of fine, handset type, is con- 
sidered in a remarkable state of 
preservation. Its wood-cut illustra- 
tions and contents are as clear and 
legible as they were three centuries 


ago. Only part of two heavy brass

INFANT WELFARE CLINICS 


Infant welfare clinics have been 
greatly extended in Britain since 
1940, despite the nation’s pre-occupa- 
tion with war, Dr. Dorothy Taylor, 
chief medical officer of the Division 
of Maternal and Child Welfare, Bri- 
tish Ministry of Health, told a meet- 
ing at Toronto. But more important 
than the clinics themselves, Dr. Tay- 
lor suggested, was the follow-up 
work done by the health visitor or 
public health nurse. When a child is 
born in Britain, she explained, the 
medical officer of health is notified, 
and as soon as possible after the 14th 
day, when the average mother ceases 
to be under the doctor's care, a health 
visitor visits the home to advise the 
mother on the care of the infant. 
The mother is encouraged to visit 
the Infant Welfare Clinic at stated 
intervals, but the special personal 
problems of each case are helped by 
regular home visits until the child 
reaches school age. These social ser- 
vices are free to all mothers, 

England and Wales now have 2,555 
Infant Welfare Clinics provided by 
local authorities, and 813 maintained 
by voluntary organizations, the 
Health League of Canada was told by 
Dr. Taylor. Attendance at these cen- 
tres had increased largely since the 


§ | beginning of the war, said Dr. Taylor, 


and in large communities such as the 
industrial city of Birmingham, 99 per 
cent. of expectant mothers attend 
the pre-natal clinics, while 70 per 
cent. of the babies were rgularly 
brought to the Infant Welfare Cen- 
tres. 


Roman Cemetery 


Ancient Graveyard Was Unearthed 
In Britain 

W. Percival Westell, 69, curator of 
Letchworth museum in Hertford- 
shire, and supervisor of excavating 
work in 1925 which unearthed a 
Roman cemetery at Baldock, died 
recently. 

The cemetery, covering nearly 
1,000 square yards, yielded 320 
grave groups, including one with a 
curse-—a leaden tablet pierced with 
nine holes. In five of the holes iron 
nails had been inserted. The pierc- 
ing was stated to indicate the ‘fix- 
ing” power of the curse, which para- 
lyses its victim, 
the strength of life.
